The experiment, a nine-city program 


that resulted in building 3,000 housing 
units either wholly or partially factory- 
produced, is now in what the de'partment 
cans the "evaluation" stage No new 
prototypes will be built. 


The department is making onlv 


modest claims about what the program 
proved, saying that one of the key find- 
ings is that the industry is heading fo- 
more industrialization."But its experts 
are not sure that it is the wave of the 
future. 


"The main thrust of the program, 


trying to find a better technique to buiid 
houses cheaper, failed," said Michael 
Sumichrast, chief economist for the 
National Association of Homebuilders, a 
trade group. "There may be other 
benefits from the program that were not 
in the original design." 


Joseph Sherman, director of the 


program, said Breakthrough showed 
"that it can be done." He said the 
program may help to lower the rate of 
increase in the price of housing, not find 
a low-cost alternative. 


The department helped private in- 


dustry in construction of new housing 
prototypes in the selected cities, pump- 
ing about $65 million into the program 
for research and development. Plastic 
and steel were among the materials used 
in the prototypes. 


Many of the projects have had a hard 


time. Some have failed. 


But one company, Alcoa, maintains 


that projects it is participating in at 
three sites are succeeding. One reason is 
that the firm is limited itself to 
producing self-contained, readymade 
kitchens and bathrooms that can easily 
be shipped to the housing site. 


According to Thomas J. Lannen, 


president of the Alcoa subsidiary taking 
part in the project, this solves one of the 
big problems plaguing mass-produced 
housing: transportation. "We're not 
shipping a lot of air," he said. 


Alcoa's approach avoided problems 


of other Breakthrough projects, he said. 
One was the sameness of mass-produced 
homes. A mass-produced bathroom or 
kitchen could be put in any kind of 
housing unit, he said. 


Lannen said the government perhaps 


defeated 
its 
own 
purpose 
in 


Breakthrough by issuing requirements 
that called for expensive housing units. 


He also said the program suffered from 
constant changes in regulations. 


"They tried to do too much with the 


money they had," he added. 


Almost even-one agreed that the in- 


dustry is headed for more mass 
production. But most agreed that 
mass-produced 
housing will evolve 


over time as the industry, with 
thousands 
of individual builders, 


becomes more concentrated. 


Sumichrast said the problems with 


factory-produced housing are three- 
fold: building new prototypes involve 
startup costs, transportation of whole 
walls or housing units is expensive, and 
the market is questionable.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Vice 


President-designate Gerald R. Ford has 
been a backer of a strong military 
stance, an economizer on domestic 
social programs, a Vietnam hawk, and 
above all a supporter of President 
Nixon's policies. 


His House voting record has shown 


him solidly for giving the Defense 
Department what it asked for and for 
resisting limitations on the southeast 
Asia military operations. 


On such matters as poverty programs, 


child care, health services, minimum 
wages and educational aid, a frequent 
pattern has been to resist Democratic 
efforts to increase spending. He has 
supported Republican amendments to 
reduce it and voted for compromises. 


Ford has voted for development of the 


supersonic transport, for loan guaran- 
tees to the Lockheed Corp., against 
repeal of state authority to ban union 
shops, for water pollution control stan- 
dards, for the 18-yearold vote, for prayer 
in schools, and for popular election of the 
President. 


On only two recent issues has he been 


at odds with Nixon. He voted last year to 
override a veto of a bill intended to 
encourage antipollution efforts and this 
year against a proposal to open the 
highway trust fund to use for urban mass 
transit system. 


He has supported the administration 


in floor speeches on issues ranging from 
Watergate to wage and price controls. 


Ford usually has moved generally 


with the mainstream 
of House 


Republicans. 


One of his more controversial activit- 


ies was his leadership in an effort in 1970 
to have the House consider impeach- 
ment of Supreme Court Justice William 
O. Douglas, an effort sure to corne up 
the hearings on his nomination. 


In one speech of which he is likely to 


be reminded, he asked rhetorically 
"What, then, is an irnpeachable of- 
fense?" 


He replied to himself, "The only- 


honest answer is that an impeachafale 
offense is whatever a majority of the 
House of Representatives considers it to 
be at a given moment in history." 


Ford attacked Douglas' outside ac- 


tivities, including writing for publicat- 
ions Ford criticized and serving as a 
paid officer of a private foundation. 


"There is prima facie evidence that he 


was for nearly a decade the well-paid 
moonlighter for an organization whose 
ties tothe international gambling frat- 
ernity never has been sufficiently 
explored," Ford said.

WASHINGTON (AP) —Pledging full 


financial disclosure, Rep. Gerald R. 
Ford said Saturday there is nothing in 
his background that should prevent his 
expected confirmation as the nation's 
vice president. 


There was virtually unanimous praise 


announced for President Nixon's 
nominee, but members of the House 
Judiciary and Senate Rules committees 
made it clear they will scrutinize Ford 
carefully. 


An Associated Press survey showed 


there were more than enough favorable 
votes in Congress to confirm the House 
Republican leader as vice president. 


Meanwhile, Nixon said that even 


before Congress acts on the nomination. 
Ford will receive daily intelligence 
briefings and participate in meetings of 
the National Security Council and 
Cabinet. Nixon said Ford will also get an 
office in the Executive Office Building. 


Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Nev.. said it 


should be about two weeks before his 
Rules panel can start public hearings on 
Ford. It will await receipt of a full FBI 
check on the 60-yearold Michigan 
congressmar.. 


In the House, Rep. Peter \V. Rodino 


Jr., D-N.J., said his Judiciary Commit- 


tee would begin public hearings within 
two weeks with fall television coverage 
permitted. 


Ford, smiling and relaxed, paid a visit 


to the House Press Gallery. For about 30 
minutes, he answered questions about 
his finances and political plans. 


Although President Nixon announced 


his formal intelligence briefings would 
start immediately, Ford said he plans to 
hold onto his House seat until Congress 
completes the confirmation procedure 
under the 25th Amendment. 


He repeated "as emphatically as I 


can" that ''I have no intention of being 
a candidate for any political office in 
1976," including the presidency. 


Ford was asked if there was anything 


in his background that might corne up in 
confirmation hearings and replied "not 
to my knowledge." He said "I certainly 
intend to make a full disclosure" and 
will make his income tax returns 
available to the two cornmittees. 


But Ford said President Nixon hadn't 


asked anything about his finances 
before choosing him to replace Spiro T. 
Agnew who resigned Wednesday. Agr.ew 
pleaded no contest to one count of income 
tax evasion in the wake of charges he had 
taken kickbacks. 


The only question the President asked, 


the Michigan congressman said, was 
about his health. "It's pretty obvious. 
the trim former football star said. "I'm 
in good health." 


Then he went to the House floor, where 


his colleagues gave him a standing 
ovation. The House and Senate both 
formally received his nomination Sat- 
urday. 


Ford, who is now House Republican 


leader, said in response to a question 
about his vice presidential duties: "I 
think the President wants me to spend a 
lot of time here."' meanins on Capitol 
Hill. 


He said he has given no thought to 


foreign travels. Agnew made a half- 
dozen foreign trips, including an Il-nat- 
ion Asian trip ;n 1970 and a rour.dthe- 
•.vorid month-long jaunt in 1971.

CANAL, Egypt (AP) —The last Israeli 
strongpoints on the eastern bank of the 
Suez Canal surrendered Saturday and 37 
tired and bedraggled Israeli troops %vere 
paddled in dinghies across the waterway 
to captivity. 


.Artillery battles raged in the Sinai 


desert as the Israelis brought out their 
wounded after being holed up in a 
canal-side fortress for eight days. 


As the tricky surrender operation took 


place, under supervision of a Red Cross 
official, Israelis and Egyptians looked 
up to see an Egyptian missile, believed 
to be a SAM 6, hit an Israeli jet overhead 
and the plane disintegrated in a ball of 
fire and smoke. 


Occasionally there were huge 


explosions about two miles away as the 
Egyptians blew up points of the Israeli 
Bar-Lev !ine with captured Israeli 
explosives. 


"They will never use it again." an 


Egyptian colonel said. 


The colonel said that the Israelis had 


insisted they would only surrender 
under the supervision of the Red Cross. 


Roland Due of Valais, Switzerland, a 


Red Cross official, supervised the 
surrender, 
crossing the canal and 


hoisting the Red Cross flag over the 
Israeli position before the Israelis 
produced a white sheet signifying their 
surrender. 


(Israel's state television said Saturday 


the soldiers were "explicitly ordered" 
by their commanders to give up in order 
to get medical treatment for their 
wounded. 


The TV report said the soldiers held 


their position for eight days against 
"wave after wave of attacking Egyp- 
tians." 


An Israeli newscaster added: "Their 


story of heroism will still be talked of for 
a long time.")

Image of floundering Arabs diminishing

This was a different Arab-Israel war 


and it abruptly lifted the interminable 
Middle East crisis into a new phase at 
the same time it delivered a jolt to the 
fledgling Soviet-U.S. detente. 


What was different? The way it began, 


the circumstances, the objectives of the 
combatants, the outside pressures, the 
stakes. 


When this fourth war in 25 years 


began, the Arab —or at least the Egyp- 
tians —looked markedly different from 
the last time. 


The 1967 war had been pure Arab 


debacle, a defeat in six days. This time 
they seemed to feel they were in hailing 
distance of what might provide potent 
medicine for a pride so deeply and often 
wounded. At best it might be a limited 
but palpable victory, at worst they'd be 
no pushovers. 


i-or a quarter century successive 


humiliations fed Arab frustrations. 
Israel, a tiny enclave surrounded and 
outnumbered by 15 Arab nations, 
seerneo able to punish her neighbors at 
will. 


Arabs had proclaimed glittering pan- 


Arab goal? and gloried in slogans of 
unity and J.had — hoiy war —against a 
Zionist foe. But sloganeering sounded 
empty a? the Arabs continued floun- 
dering in endiess interArab suspicion, 
intrigue and hostility. 


The causes of this, as the roots of the 


wars, are embedded in the area's his- 
tory. Arabs and Jews each have a racial 
memory of ancient glory. The Jews 
remember their ancient kingdoms. The 
Arabs remember the sword of Islam that 
conquered half the known world ages 
ago. 


Today's conflict stems from a claim by

Beef gains researched

WASHINGTON (AP) —If agricultural 


scientists had the same kind of money 
and national commitment that put men 
on the moon, could they deliver more 
beef to consumer tables? 


Generally speaking, yes, they say. 


But, as awesome as the maon challenge 
appeared a decade ago, the problems 
facing animal scientists are just as 
complicated and directly touch many 
more lives. 


The Agriculture Department and its 


network 
of land-grant university 


experiment stations say there are ways 
to boost beef output tremendously by 
the year 2000 but that no single device 
will do the job. Further, the problem is 
worldwide, not simply a puzzle for the 
United States. 


"For example, some analysts think 


that the growing world population will 
create extremely heavy demand for 
direct human consumption of grains and 


soybeans, and that the resulting tight 
supply of these commodities will ad- 
versely affect meat production," L'SDA 
says. 


An appraisal of the situation and some 


of the possible ways of stepping up beef 
output are outlined in a new white paper 
by the Agricultural Research Sen-ice in 
the department. 


"One prediction appears safe: New 


and improved technology must be 
developed and used, if beef supplies are 
to keep up with consumer demand," the 
report said. 


"New technology appears to be 


necessary, because some of the 
economic developments that played 
important roles in the dramatic increase 
in beef production in the last 20 to 40 
years probably cannot continue to be as 
important in future increases." 


In the past, the report said, the main 


reason for an increase in beef output was 
a rise in the number of beef cows to 


Burns favors ending 
controls on economy

Ke told newrsmen that wage demands 


are already creeping up as the big surge 
in consumer prices this year begins ^o 
worry workers. 


The nation's top central banker said 


that wage-price controls can work for 
awhile but he added that their effec- 
tiveness tends to erode. "I think we will 
have to return by and large to free 
markets." he said. 


Burns has suggested a wageprice 


review board before, but he said that he 
would like to see such a board es- 
tablished after the economic stabilizat- 
ion act expires next Aprii. He said it 
should have the power to review wage- 
price increases, delay them, and to 
make recommendations. 


Burns said he still favors a tax 


increase now to help cool inflation oniv 
if it is the kind of tax that can be quicklv 
reversed should economic conditions 
change.

11.6 million. Horses and mules, at a peak 
of 26.7 million in 1918, dropped to 3.1 
million in 1960, the last year for those in 
census reports. 


Although unofficial estimates now put 


horses at around seven million head, 
they are still far below the peak. 


Thus, according to the analysts, most 


of the gain in beef cow numbers has 
come because of a shift from other 
animals. There have been technological 
advances — better breeding, improved 
feed and new management techniques — 
but not at the rate scientists think is 
necessary for the future- 


Some potential areas for scientifically- 


increasing U.S. beef production, 
outlined in the report, include: 


-Improvement of reproduction ef- 


ficiency. Only about 80 per cent of beef 
cow pregnancies produce weaned calves 
ready for feeding. Forty per cent of all 
initial matings are infertile and must be 
repeated. 


-Control of the estrus of heat cycle, 


when a female is ready for breeding. 
This could make artificial insemination, 
with sperm from bulls with proven 
genetic reliability, more practical. It 
also could enable ail cows in a herd to 
give birth at about the same time which 
would simplify raising the calves. 


—Sex control. Now, births in cattle are 


about half male and half female. By- 
controlling the sex, it would enable a 
rancher 
to 
have 
a 
crop 
of 


aii females if he wants to enlarge his 
breeding herd. On the other hand, an 
all-male calf crop could produce the 
heavier animals preferred for feeding as 
steers. 


—Multiple births or induced twinning. 


Researchers say' this "appears to have 
more promise" than any other pos- 
sibility for increasing beef production 
and efiiciencv. 


Floods hit 
central 
U.S. region

The sun shone on flood-stricken sec- 


tions of Oklahoma, Kansas, Missouri, 
Nebraska and Iowa as the battle against 
high water shifted on Saturday from 
creeks and tributaries to the main stem 
rivers. 


Enid in north-central Oklahoma was 


the hardest hit, with eight dead, six 
unaccounted for and a preliminary 
damage estimate of $10 million. 
Thousands were left homeless. 


A ninth death was recorded near 


Winfield in south-central Kansas. 


President Nixon declared Oklahoma a 


disaster area making federal help 
available for temporary housing, 
removal of debris and the restoration of 
roads, bridges and utility systems. 


Gov. J.J. Exon planned to ask for a 


similar designation for southeast 
Nebraska. 


As smaller streams receded, the louver 


reaches of the Kansas River and almost 
500 miles of the Missouri River from 
northwest Missouri to its mouth above 
St. Louis became the battleground. 


The Missouri spread through its flood 


plain and was more than two miles wide 
between St. Joseph, Mo., and Atchison, 
Kan. About 150 Missouri national 
guardsmen joined volunteers in sand- 
bagging farm levees between St. Joseph 
and latan, Mo., about 20 miles south. 


About 1,000 lowland dwellers in the 


five-county metropolitan area around 
Kansas City were forced from their 
homes, most of them from a mobile 
home village in a bend of the Kansas 
River just before it reaches the Missouri 
at Kansas City. 


Some 300 volunteers turned a railroad 


into a secondary dike with sandbags 
after the Missouri River washed four 
holes in the levee above Wolcott, Kan. 
The failure of a farm levee also sent 
water into the low part of Missouri City, 
a town of 375 on the river about 20 miles 
east of Kansas City. 


The Missouri was expected to reach 


record crests at some points but flatten 
out as it neared St. Louis to levels below 
last spring's extensive flooding. 


At Kansas City, the Missouri rose 


seven feet above flood stage but still was 
eight feet below the crest of the historic 
flood in July 1951. Most of the industrial 
and residential areas flooded then are 
protected now by walls and dikes. 


There was no overnight rain of sig- 


nificance in the Arkansas River basin of 
north-centra! Oklahoma. The Arkansas 
and its main tributaries were falling, but 
were not expected to be back within 
banks until today. 


In Nebraska, the Big Blue River fell 


more than four feet from its record crest 
at Beatrice but still was almost 13 feet 
above flood stage.

A proposed code of ethics for Outagamie County employes and 


officials stands a good chance of being adopted by the county 
board, but a majority of 20 supervisors interviewed by The 
Post-Crescent last week saw little objection to being occasionally 
wined and dined by persons seeking to do business with the 
county. 


The ethics code was recommended Thursday by Acting Circuit 


Court Judge R. Thomas Cane, who has presided over most of the 
secret John Doe probe that started last July. 


Cane told newsmen that testimony indicated a certain commit- 


tee made a practice of accepting free meals and drinks from 
salesmen. 
• 


"I find this practice reprehensible since it could easily lead to 


abuse and a public officer or employe is not expected to receive 
any such personal, hidden rewards bv virtue of his office," Cane 
remarked. 


There is hnle doubt Cane was referring to the five-member 


county highway committee which meets more often and accepts 
more free meals and drinks than*any other county panel and 
spends more money (S3 million a year) than all but the county 
welfare agency- 


Many of the supervisors interviewed said they could see 


improprieties and possible unfavorable influences resulting from 
a regular pattern of meals, drinks, holiday gifts and occasional 
business-pleasure junkets which past and present highway 
committee members admitted receiving. 


Supervisors serving on other county committees admitted to 


getting hale more than an infrequent free meal and drinks. 


Supervisors Eugene Kloes and Charles Wussow, both new 


members of the highway committee said the panel meets all day 


every Monday. Heavy equipment dealers, who committeemen 
refer to, tongue in cheek, as "angels." furnish lunches and drinks 
about ha'f the time. 


Wussow and Kloes said they do not always take advantage of the 


gratuities and Wussow said he never takes any drinks. 


Wussow said the only other times he got free meals were when 


he served on the airport and law enforcement committees. Those 
infrequent meals were furnished by airport engineers and police 
radio system manufacturers. 


Ervm (Butch) Conradt of Shiocton, who served 17 years on the 


highway committee, about half of that time as its chairman, 
admitted receiving numerous free meals and he said that several 
years ago he and Supv. Daniel Williams of Combined Locks wen:

But one of the former comnjissioners 
also told The Post-Crescent that sales- 
men never even bought meals while he 
was a member. Other commissioners 
have readily admitted receiving free 
meals and drinks from equipment 
salesmen, a situation which they said 
has existed for many years.

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Political issues 
color county 
budget process

All 42 Outagamie County Board 


supervisor posts will be up for elec- 
tion next April. The following April 
County Executive Alvin Woehler faces 
re-election. 


Those two points may have a major 


bearing on the 1974 Outagamie County 
tax rate- 


That, plus the fact the county will 


have about S3.4 million in uncommitted 
funds available for use either to reduce 
the tax rate or to apply toward one-shot 
capital expenditures 
may influence 


next year's budget philosophy. 


Next year's tax rate will be about 50 


cents lower than the current rate-the 
tax lew ceiling set fay the state will see 
to that. Some of those uncommitted 
funds will be required to reach that 
state-enforced limit, but that will put a 
small dent in the totai amount. 


A major additional reduction in the 


tax rate would 
make incumbent 


supervisors seeking re-eiection in the 
spring look good. But, a major reduc- 
tion in the rate this year could result in 
a tax increase the following year. That 
would make Woehler look bad when he 
faces re-election- 


And, Woehier said, he will not allow- 


that to happen. He said if there is a an 
attempt to use a large portion of the 
uncommitted funds for a one-shot tax 
reduction, he will veto the budget. 


"I want a stable tax rate to stop the 


budget from being politically orient- 
ed," the executive said. 


In his budget presentations Woehler 


talks of his philosophy of maintaining 
what he calls "the cost line." By that, 
he explains, he means the previous 
year's operating cost, plus a reasona- 
ble allowance for growth and inflation. 


To go beiow that line, he said, means 


you are using funds otherwise needed 
for normal operations, or you are using 
"once-m-a-lifetime" funds. "Doing 
that," he added, "gives you an ad- 
vantageous rate one year, but means 
you have to tax double the next year." 


He cites the point that over the last 


10 years the county's tax rate has 
increased an average of 3*per cent per 
year with a major fluctuation only one 
year. 


"I believe that the more you stabilize 


your rate, the more you limit your 
programs to a need basis," Woehler 
said. "Otherwise, with windfall monies 
you do things you normally wouldn't 
do." 


He added that when programs are 


accomplished with one-time monies, 
you have to look to the following year 
for the true impact. 


"Tne most serious thing a taxpayer 


can be faced w.th is a variable tax rate 
because he must budget his monev. 
too." 


The uncommitted funds are made up 


of $1.2 million currently in the revenue 
sharing trust account, ar. anticipated 
additional $905,000 ;n revenue sharing 
next year, and $1.23 million from the 
state to settle o'd accounts at the 
health center.

"Some may argue we should not 


retain funds that belong to the tax- 
payers, but I don't think we are," 
Woehler said. "We are not creating an 
extra-ordinary or huge reserve." 


He contended the county does need 


to increase its general fund reserves 
for its normal operations. The new 
requirement for the county to settle 
taxes with the state on March 22 will 
require about $2 million. "We don't 
have it," he said. "Normally we 
operate with a general fund of about 
$1.75 million." 


He said there were five or six 


months this year when the general 
fund 
dropped 
almost 
below the ' 


minimum amount needed to meet 
monthly county expenses. 


While he doesn't want the uncom- 


mitted reserves applied to the current 
tax levy, Woehler said he will propose 
a three-year capital improvements 
program for their use. 


Once such a program is adopted, he 


said he would seek public input. "I 
would want formal public hearings on 
the use of those funds," he said. He 
added that he made no effort in that 
direction before because most of the 
revenue sharing funds available had 
been committed to one program, the 
solid waste shredder.

Party leaders already m 
strategy for 1974 campaigns

From offices located at opposite ends 


of College Avenue, the heads of Ou- 
tagamie County's two rival political par- 
ties are beginning to look toward next 
year's elections. 
. James Hensel took charge of the 
majority Republican party last March at 
age 24. In the W. College Avenue real 
estate office where he is a broker, he 
draws organization charts of the county 
GOP structure and says organizing 
people "is one of the areas that I excel 
in." 


In a book-crammed office on the fourth 


floor of Main Hall at Lawrence Univer- 
sity, the 33-year-old Democratic party 
chairman pretends noi to be pleased as 
he recites the list of problems that plague 
Republicans this year. 
Lawrence 


Longley, political scientist in his fourth 
year as party chairman, sees hope that 
Democrats may make gams locally to 
reflect the party's recent emergence as 
majority party in state government. 


Recent interviews %vith both chairmen 
reveal that each expects a hard fought 
contest next year for :he 8th District 
congressional seat currently held by 
Republican Rep. Harold Froehhch of 
Appleton. 


But each party has designs on posts 


held by the other lower on the ballot and, 
partly m order to strengthen their can- 
didates for Congress, is hoping to field 
strong challengers. 


Hense! eyed the Assembly seat held by 


Democratic Rep William Rogers of 
Kaukauna as a key target for the GOP —if 
a strong candidate can be recruited. 
State Sen. Thomas Petri of Fond du Lac 
won his first term in 1972 with a strong 
showing m the Kaukauna area, captur- 
ing the newly reapoortioned Senate seat 
for the GOP, Hens'el pointed out. Eogers' 
district comprises about one-third of Pe- 
tri's turf. 


Hensel said Pein is helping with ef- 


forts already under way "to recruit a 
challenger to oppose the veteran Rogers. 
If the GOP can make inroads in the As- 
sembly race, it could help Froehhch's 
showing in his home Outagamie County, 
where he won by a disappointingly thin 
margin two years ago', the chairman 
reasoned.

John 
Ensley as vulnerable —again, if a strong 
challenger can be recruited Longley 
bases his opinion on what he calls 
"lackluster performance in office" by 
the incumbents. 


Hensel disagrees, of course, labeling 


the GOP courthouse slate as "all 
strong." 


But the two chairmen tend to out the 
congressional race in the same light, 
though each describes his parry's can- 


didate in the more favorable terms. 


Their analysis weighs both the 1972 


contest and the statewide election pic- 
ture as it now appears. 


The congressional race is expected to 
be a rematch between Froehlich and his 
1972 opponent, the Rev. Robert Cornell, 
De Pere, the district Democratic party 
chairman.

UWO fuel allocation okay 
if winter isn't too severe 


-_ OSHKOSH —If they can't arrange for 
4)shkosh to enjoy a Florida climate in 
the months ahead, University of Wis- 
consin-Oshkosh officials are at least 
hoping for a 1973-74 winter not much 
colder than last year. 


Unless the weather is considerably- 


more severe or winter hangs on longer 
than it ought to, there should be no big 
difficulty keeping students and staff 
warm during the upcoming heating 
season. 


Donald R. Wolter, execum-e director 


of UWO physical facilities, said last 
week that the Wisconsin Public Service 
Corp. has allotted the school 3,832.198 
therms of natural gas for heating pur- 
poses for the 12-month period ending 
next August. 
- That's less than the 1972-73 allotment 
of about 4.08 million therms, "but we 
don't anticipate any problems," Woiter 
said last week. 
-I The university's actual consumption 
of natural gas from Aug., 1972, through 
the end of this August was 3.6 million 
therms. 
' A therm is a unit of heat. One therm 
equals approximately 100 cubic feet of 
natural gas, according to the WPSC. 


"We'll be all right if this winter is no 


worse or not too much worse than last 


year," according to Wolter. 


If it turns out otherwise, however, or 


if the university doesn't receive its full 
allotment of natural gas for some 
reason or other, heating campus build- 
ings could become troublesome. 


"In that case, we would probablv 


have to close parts of buildings least 
critical to continuing our academic 
programs," Wolter conjectured. That 
could mean shutting down some office 
areas or cutting back on faculty office 
hours. 


"And 
if the 
situation 
became 


extremely critical, we might have to 
curtail programs. But," he emphasized, 
"we certainly don't foresee that neces- 
sity at this point." 


Wolter said that UWO has been 


following instructions spelled out about 
a year and a half ago by the UW central 
administration at Madison for conserv- 
ing electricity and fuel. 


During the heating season, thermos- 


tats are set at 68 degrees in academic 
buildings, offices and other areas ex- 
cept the swimming pool and dormi- 
tories. 


Wolter added that, in order to save 


electricity, lighting is kept at a 
minimum in unoccupied buildings ex- 
cept for necessary hallway lights, exit 
signs and security lights.

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Wrong credit report 
still victimizes people 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite pas- 


sage three years ago of a law designed to 
curb the abuses of credit reporting, 
supporters of efforts to tighten the law 
say people are still victimized and con- 
fused. 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


reported it went to bat for one man whose 
credit dossier turned out to be identify- 
ing his son as "a long-haired hippie 
suspected of drug use " 


After the youth's high school principal 


identified the son as a model student, the 
man had his insurance reinstated. But 
there was no way he could force the 
credit bureau to eliminate the original 
information from his record. 


Amendments pending in the House 


and Senate would have required the 
credit bureau to identify the source of 
the "hippie"' information. The ACLU 
urged legislators to go even further and 
allow people to petition the Federal 
Trade Commission to order removal of 
misinformation. 


The amendments pending before both 


houses of Congress were based on the 
recommendations of the FTC, which has 
concluded after watching the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act work, "The act has been 
less than completely successful." 


John L. Spafford, president of As- 


sociated Credit Bureaus, testified?: "The 
American Consumer is being accorded 
his rights in a courteous and positive 
fashion." 


FTC Chairman Lewis A. Engman told 


the same Senate subcommittee, "The 
entire procedure, from the user's 
disclosure to the correction of erroneous 
information and renotification, has 
proved to be ineffective." 


The present law permits people to get 


a review of the materials in their credit 
file. But Engman noted, "The consumer 
is not entitled to visually inspect, copy, 
or physically handle his file when he 


seeks disclosure." 


Spafford said his organization would 


have no objection to physical inspection 
of the file, and such procedure is 
followed in 99 per cent of the cases now, 
anyway. 


But an FTC test of disclosure reached 


a different conclusion. The agency sub- 
poenaed from reporting agencies a hst of 
people who asked for and received 
reviews of their files. The FTC inter- 
viewed the people independently and 
checked their reports. "We found that 
there is often wholesale withholding of 
information concerning character, 
reputation, or morals," said Engman. 


The credit reporting industry also 


expressed fears that requiring inves- 
tigators to reveal the sources of infor- 
mation would cause its sources to dry up.

Humbled, Nasser sought arms, but the 
West wasn't interested.

In an explosion oi 
frustration, Nasser nationalized the 
Europeanowned Suez Canal, triggering 
the monumental 1956 crisis. 


Britain and France plotted with

But Egyptian defenses collapsed sc 
quickly and completely that Israel was 
at the Canal, in sight of Cairo, far ahead 
of time. By the time the Jews announced 
readiness to stop shooting, a cease-fire 
had become meaningless. 


Washington told Israel to withdraw or 


be isolated, and the Israelis had no 
choice.

produced another crisis in mid-1958. It

Nasser's stock was so low that his 195S

But Nasser regained stature as the 


Russians equipped his and Syria's forces 
with expensive new weaponry. Bv 1967, 
Syria was challenging Nasser with 
clamor for new all-out war on Israel. 


Nasser suddenly ordered the U.N. 


peace-keeping force out of Egvpt's 
territory. It complied and the buffer was 


• gone. 


Israel acted swiftly, destroyed Arab 


air strength on the ground and routed 
Arab armies. In six days the Arabs were 
crushed. Israel occupied all Sinai. 
Syria's Golan Heights, the Jordan 
River's west bank and the former Arab 
sector of Jerusalem.

In November the L" N. Security Coun- 


cil directed Israel to withdraw from 
occupied territories. But Israel showed 
no inclination to budge. She made 
Jerusalem her capital, vowed never to 
leave east Jerusalem and built 
settlements in other occupied areas. 


New war seemed inevitable, and it 


came as suddenly as its predecessor — 
but with a difference. 


This time the Arabs had the initiative. 
The West wondered: Were Egyptians 


at last proving they, too, could fight, 
handle sophisticated weapons, plan 
logisticaliy, carry out complex operat- 
ions smoothly? 


There was a distinct look of 


improvement, and probably a variety of 
factors were involved. 


Egypt's political and military- 


leadership differ markedly from even 
only six years ago. So. in fact, does the 
average Egyptian soldier. In terms of 
training, political status, self esteem, 
health, outlook and such, he seems a 
good deal better off than his predeces- 
sors and no less mom ated. 


In contrast with Nasser. President 


Anwar Sadat has seemed the soui of

These deaths go 
unreported to DNR game wardens. 


Most deer are hit in Spring and Fall

halting chub fishing, halting it for part 
of the year, or closing the season south 
of the Manitowoc-Sheboygan County 
line, Poff said. 


He feels the problem could be solved 


with quota fishing under limited per- 
mits, but indicated any of the solutions 
could lead to other problems. 


The DNR might not want to make any 


change if it meant fishermen would 
divert fishing pressure to yellow perch, 
just now regaining strength in numbers, 
or whitefish, which are suffering more 


losses than gains, he said.

OSHKOSH - The big semi from 


Phoenix, Ariz., backed into the loading 
dock and warehouseperson Chris (for 
Christine) Hansen, her long pulled 
taffy hair hooked behind her ears, met 
it at the door. 


"Those two truckers didn't look too 


happy," Chris remembered. "I think 
they thought they'd have to move those 
reels of cable farther than usual. 


"They didn't though. We worked 


together to unload and get them into 
the warehouse. The big ones are tricky 
to get around, but I've learned how to 
handle them." 


Moving giant spools with 2,500 to 


3,000 feet of three-quarter inch cable is 
old stuff for Chris now 


"Warehouse work is great for 


developing the back and the legs," she 
said. "It's a plus that comes with the 
job. I really know how to lift." 


Chris is in charge of the warehouse 


for U.S. Cable Co., installers of coaxial 
cable for the CATV system to be owned 
and operated by Warner Cable of 
Oshkosh. 


The stock includes more than 50 


kinds of electronics equipment, reels of 
three sizes of cable, and all the other 
installation materials. 


In addition to loading and unloading, 


the job includes a continuous inventory 
by model number of what comes in 
and what goes out. There are monthly 
inventories as well. 


Knowing that a TRCFT-A412 is a 


pencil terminator and that VST-175or is 
a special fitting are part of a CATV 
warehouseperson's efficiency. "Good 
memory training," Chris said. 


Cable reels come in partly used and 


are inventoried by number and the 
remaining footage. Figuring the left- 
overs is part of the job and knowing 
where they are for a short job is, too. 
Even the too short lengths, destined for 
salvage, are counted. The copper 
center core is valuable. 


So what's a slender 5 ft. 6 in. girl 


doing with a job like that? 


"I'm 
learning and enjoying it," 


Chris said quietly. "They tell me I'm 
doing a good job." 


She's learned to fauiid crates and do 


the estimating and 
mathematics 


required. "I've learned a little about 
electronics and quite a lot about cable 
television," she said. "I've learned to 
deal with people as a woman in a male 
dominated business." 


Chris has a high regard for her co 


workers. "These guys are 
really 


good," she said. "They kid around, but 
they're really good. They've accepted 
me for the work I do and I think they 
respect me for what I'm trying to do. 


This is better than a speech or a street 
demonstration to explain equal oppor- 
tunity. 


"I'm not trying to be one of the 


guys," Chris explained "I guess you 
can say I'm trying to be a whole per- 
son, strong and gentle." 


Chris is 22, a young woman alert to 


the new world opening for women. 


She came to Oshkosh from Waukesha 


to attend the university where she is 
now three semesters a\\ ay from a 
degree in psychology. 


Lack of funds halted her college 


career last year and employment 
became a necessity. 


That's when Chris began learning 


about stringing 
cable. University 


friends formed the Mullen Company 
and secured a subcontract in New 
Hampshire. Chris went along. "They 
said I was the best "grunt" they ever 
had," she grinned. A "grunt" "is the 
person on the ground who aids the 
linemen. 


Chris was iearnmg to climb when 


she went up a tree to free a line, 
jumped down and "my knee just 
exploded." She was laid "up for three 
months and this season wrote an end to 
climbing. 


"I tried it again, but I'm just not 


ready to face another three months off 
the job." she said. 


There uas work in a Brookfield gas 


station where she learned to do 
lubrication jobs, minor car repairs and 
pump gas. There was a vacation in 
Mexico. "I love to travel." 


This June, she was splicing the 


telephone cable in Michigan as a 
trainee and waiting for an appren- 
ticeship to open "The trainee job 
didn't pay enough to meet my living 
expenses," she said. Also, the job was 
in a little town where "things were 
pretty rough" and a lady splicer was 
too visible for comfon." 


Chris came back to Oshkosh and got 


a job on "a strand crew." The strand 
is the support line for ihe aena! cable 
installation. 


When she heard the warehouse job 


was open. Chris applied "They were a 
little leery at first," she said. "They 
asked if I'd be afraid alone and if I 
could handle the hea\y cable reels I 
said I'd been working crew and that's 
harder and more strenuous." 


Chris hopes to be back :n school next 


semester. The crew and warehouse 
jobs pay better than waitress or sales 
jobs. '"Factory work ! couldn't stand. 
That monotony and being cooped up in 
a stuffy room. I like 10 be outdoors and 
active." 


She was brought up that way, Chris 


said. The youngest of three daughters, 
she learned to like outdoor activity 
with her father. ".Mother had two girls 


to help her."

Jane Kaplan of Family Service As- 


sociation, Fox Valley, Inc., spoke of 
women caught in the crossfire. She 
conjured up a real image of "Mrs. 
Average America" whose status in life 
has changed from "desirability to 
undesirability; security to insecurity." 


According to Kaplan, Mrs. Average 


America was married sometime dur- 
ing World War II when she was 22 or 
25. She was graduated from high 
school, got a job in a mill and either 
was married before her husband went 
into service or after he had returned 
home. 


By 1945 or "46 these couples had 


settled down, bought an $8,000 house 
and began raising children. 


"Incomes were low but so was the 


cost of living," explained Kaplan. 


They spent the next 30 years of their 


lives sweating out the mortgage, buy- 
ing braces for their children's teeth, 
and providing the costly extras that 
come with child rearing. 


The volunteer treadmill, as Kapian 


called it, brought boredom and the 
rationale that the American prototype 
either have a baby or get a job to 
survive. A baby being out of the 
question, Mrs. Average America en- 
tered the workforce. 


At the age of 35 or 40, she didn't 


have the skills to bring her exciting 
employment. Her work options more 
often than not included mill or waitre- 
ress work. Some kicked in their 
paychecks for family expenses, others 
didn't. "They were living on a good 
middle-class standard of living." 


All of a sudden the man is 55, the 


social worker continued. "Maybe he's 
had his first experience of impotency 
and it scared the hell out of him and 
her. He decides there's got to be 
something more in life for him." 


Since he really has no grounds in 


this state for divorce, he proceeds to 
make life so miserable for his wife that 
she's almost forced into a separation. 


Gnawing at her is the suspicion of an 


affair or the shutting off of any kind of 
sexual relationship. 


"Every ounce of her self-confidence 


is threatened. She finally agrees to the 
divorce. She has tired of being a maid 
in her own home." 


Separation maintains her financial 


dependance on her husband while 
allowing some independence. 
"It's at this point," noted Kaplan, 


"that she comes to Family Services for 
help in attaining a new identity for 
herself." 


Looking at herself as a "complete 


and utter 
failure, 
Mrs. 
Average 


America is in a " state of panic 
because she knows what her legal 
situation is." 


She may get the house but she won't 


be able to pay a remaining mortgage or 
the taxes. 


"At that time, it's our job to help her 


rebuild —to help her become aware of 
herself and build a base on which she 
can live for the rest of her life, both 
emotionally and financially. 


"She's not here for pity," said 


Kaplan. "She's here for answers — to 
determine what roads are open to 
her." 


Some of the women who come to 


Family Services are still going through 
the throes of "Is it better to live 
together separately and maintain a 
front or is it better to sacrifice my 
pride and security?"

Previously, human value rested on her 
ability to bear children. New she deals 
with negative thoughts of "inability" - 


she can no longer bear and raise 
children. She has lost the security of 
being "Mrs. John Jones," the ticket to 
her identity. Now she must operate as 
Sally Jones and she's not sure she can 
cope. 


Kaplan's job and the task of those 


counseling these women is to "work on 
their 'okay' concept-*he I car take 
care of myself" attitude. 


What do they need to make it'' How

Abortion 
Law 
Changes 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (AP) - At- 


tempts to liberalize Bermuda's abortion 
laws have been temporarily shelved in 
the face of strong opposition in 
Parliament, from churches and the 
general public. 


Before it was withdrawn from the 


House of Assembly, a private member's 
Abortion Bill drew heavy criticism from 
the Opposition Progressive Labor Party 
and back bench members of the 
governing United Bermuda Party, one of 
whom heatedly charged that illegal 
abortions are now taking place on a 
regular basis at the King Edward Hos- 
pital, the Islands" only genera! hospital. 


In the face of the strong opposition. Dr. 


W. H. C. Masters said that he would 
withdraw the bill in order to consider 
amending it. 


Also, Dr. Masters said that he wouid 


be open to receive the views of anyone 
interested in the controversial issue. Dr. 
Masters, one of Bermuda's senior and 
most respected genera! practitioners, is 
believed to have presented the bill at the 
request of the Bermuda Branch of the 
British Medical Association. 


Present law recognizes abortion only 


under certain circumstances — rape, 
incest, involvement of a child or a 
pregnancy or birth likely to be injurious 
to the mother or baby. It requires that a 
panel of four doctors agree that the 
termination of pregnancy is justified. 


In Dr. Masters' original measure, one 


doctor could decide on an abortion if, in 
good faith, he believed continuation of 
the pregnancy would involve risk to the 
life of the pregnant woman, or injury to 
her physical or mental health. 


There is no question of abortion on 


demand and, to avoid Bermuda possiblv 
becoming an abortion mecca, the bifl 
required a minimum four-week 
residency for women seeking abortion. 
And, 
a doctor would be required to 


refuse an abortion if he believed the 
woman had come here solely for that 
purpose. 


Before the bill was withdrawn from 


Parliament, it came under heavy fire 
from both sides of the House. 


The opposition was spearheaded by 


U.B.P. Member L. P. Gutteridge, a 
Knight of the Roman Catholic Church. In 
addition to condemning liberalized 
abortion legislation, he emotionally 
charged:

Dr. Oscar Handlin, whose lecture on 


The American Experience and Its 
Relevance To Today's World will be 
published in The Post-Crescent as part 
of Courses by Newspaper, has devoted 
much of his career to the social history 
of the United States. 


Carl H. Pforzheimer University pro- 


fessor and director of the Charles H. 
Warren Center for Studies in Ameri- 
can History at Harvard University, Dr. 
Handlin's first book, "Boston Immi- 
grants," examined a neglected pan of 
America's past and won for him the 
Dunning Prize from the American His- 
torical Association in 1941. 


A similar subject was treated on a 


wider scale in "The Uprooted" and 
won for Dr. Handlin the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1951. 


In "Commonwealth," (1947) a study 


written in collaboration with his wife, 
Mary F. Handlin, he examined impor- 
tant aspects of the relationship be- 
tween government and the economy 
in the United States. 


There followed books dealing with 


other phases of the experiences of eth- 
nic elements in this country. 


In recent years Dr. Handlin has 


turned to an examination of problems 
connected with the development of 
free institutions in America. "The Di- 
mensions of Liberty" (1961) and "Pop- 
ular Sources of Political Authority" 
(1966), both written in collaboration 
with Mrs. Handlin, treat significant di- 
mensions of this subject, while "The 
Americans" (1963) is genera! inter- 
pretive history. 


In the field of education history. Dr. 


Handlia has written ."John Dewey's 
Challenge to American Education" 
and "Facing Life: Youth and the Fam- 
ily in American History," among oth- 
ers.

Soybean, 
corn record 
not so large 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Farmers are 


gathering record crops of corn and 
soybeans this fall, but the harvest is not 
quite as large as the Agriculture 
Department thought a month ago. 


The 1973 corn crop, based on Oct. 1 


field surveys, is estimated at more than 
5.76 billion bushels, down five million 
from September indications, the 
department said Friday. 


But that still would be 4 per cent, about 


210 million bushels, more than 1972 
production. 


Moreover, a 2 per cent boost in 


sorghum prospects during the month 
raised overall feed gram production fhis 
year to an estimated 211 million tons. 
That would be slightly more than in- 
dicated in September and 6 per cent 
above last year's output. 


The estimate also includes corn, oats 


and barley. 


Soybean production estimates shrank 


1 per cent —10 million bushels —from 
September, but at nearly 1.59 billion 
bushels the crop still would up 24 per 
cent from last year. 


The sorghum crop, produced mostly in 


the Great Plains, was put at more than 
999 million bushels, the biggest ever and 
22 per cent more than last year. 


Cotton production was estimated at 


13.1 million bales, a 1 per cent 
improvement from September pros- 
pects but 4 per cent less than in 1972 
when farmers planted more acres. 


Total wheat production was indicated 


at nearly 1.73 billion bushels, a record 
high but down slightly from September 
prospects. There was no change in the 
1973 winter wheat crop from the Sep- 
tember estimate. 


For centuries, in many parts of the 


world, people who themselves never 
beheld the forests, plains, or cities of 
America felt that the human experi- 
ence there had a relevance to their 
own fate. 


Even before Columbus, Europeans 


envisioned somewhere in the distance 
a New World where they could correct 
the failings of their familiar Old 
World, so that the strange continent 
when its outlines at last became clear 
seemed to be that land of their dreams. 


It remained so for generation after 


generation—for thousands drawn by 
ambition to search for fortune or 
driven by faith to seek freedom. For 
millions in want it offered hope of 
daily bread. And as the 20th Century 
approaches its last quarter, the Ameri- 
can experience can still have meaning 
in every part of the globe; for every- 
where men and women srill straggle 
either to preserve the liberty and 
plenty they have already gained or 
else to reach wistfully toward those 
prizes. 


In the beginning, America seemed 


the New World because it was open, 
making available to all an abundance 
of space and confining none \v:thin the 
bounds of inherited institutions. 


h pointed toward the future rather 


than toward the past. Later, when the 
United States became an independent 
republic and when its spaces filled up, 
it developed institutions which left 
open the possibilities for change, 
which indeed stressed the values of 
transience and improvement and re- 
warded people willing to move into the 
unknown. Such values are more than 
ever Important in a world torn fay 
doubts about the future, no longer cer- 
tain about the inevitability of prog- 
ress, and inclined toward pessimism 
about the nature of man. 


Experience taught Americans a dif- 


ferent lesson. Few enjoyed lives of 
ease and comfort. Not the early immi- 
grants who crossed the rough and un- 
charted Atlantic before coming ashore 
in a hostile wilderness. Nor their suc- 
cessors, jammed in the steerages of 
vessels that brought them to lives of 
incessant labor in factory or construc- 
tion gang. 


Not the farmers who might see 


months of toil put to nought by a turn 
in the weather or a fluctuation in a 
distant market. Not the businessmen, 
the promoters, the salesmen, endlessly 
striving for the success few would 
gain. No. ease was rarely among the 
New World's promises. 


Nevertheless, Americans were op- 


timists, often without illusions about 
the odds in any specific instance, but 
certain that each year would be an im- 
provement upon its predecessor. Their 
whole history was evidence: a tiny 
handful had grown in nunfbers to sub- 
due a continent; from small begin- 
nings theyjiad become great in power 
and wealth. Many families repeated on 
an individual scale the national pat- 
tern of rise from humble origins. To 
lack faith was foolish in a world in 
which opportunity abounded. 


Caution, comfortable habits, and 


tradition were impediments from the 
past which stood in the way of the fu- 
ture. 


Over and over Americans learned 


the necessity for taking risks, for sur- 


rendering what might be tolerable on 
the chance of gaining what might be 
bjstter. They were plungers and specu- 
lators by temperament—not only the 
frontiersmen or those who built exten- 
sive enterprises, but also the tinkering 
inventors who puzzled over better 
ways of doing a job and the long line 
of reformers willing to upset the exist- 
ing social order out of the certainty 
that improvement was possible. 


They were calculating observers, 


not content to accept nature as given, 
ready to reshape it to their own pur- 
poses. Where a forest stood, they saw 
clearings, fields of grain, and the tim- 
ber to build ships and homes; rivers 
were for bridging and great distances 
for crossing. What had developed out 
of the pas: reached the present in or- 
der to be transformed for the future. 


It followed that Americans were no 


great respecters of age- 


Youth was ever the cherished sea- 


son—for adventurous thoughts, for 
imaginative settings-forth. Though the 
old-timers might resent being edged 
out, they could not deny the right of 
their juniors to push forward as they 
themselves had once done. 


In the 20th Century, as in the 18*,h, 


this society loosened all personal ties. 
Family obligations were not to fence 
the next generation in, nor was loyalty 
to the particular place of one's birth. 
The old Kentucky home was a subject 
for nostalgia, but not a reason for 
staying put. The advance upon the 
frontier was a succession of abandon- 
ments, for the pull of the golden West 
emptied many a hearthside in the old 
East. The urban frontier had the same 
effect; you could not keep them down 
on the farm once they glimpsed the 
lures of town. Americans became a 
restless people, ever in motion, deter- 
mined to let no sentimental considera- 
tions hinder the pursuit of opportu- 
nity. 


The world of the 1970s, which in- 


creasingly values stability and tradi- 
tion, and shuns change, might well re- 
flect upon what would be lost with the 
extinction of that optimistic willing- 
ness to bet on the future once charac- 
teristic of the Americans. The ability 
of a heterogeneous population to live 
together in tolerable harmony, the 
ideal of equal opportunity, and the 
commitment to freedom in significant 
ways all hinged upon the confidence 
in man's capacity for improvement 
and in society's capacity for progress- 


Diversity of origins was always 


characteristic of the population of the 
United States. Never could the mvth

together. National sentiment sprang 
from another source—not from a view 
of the past but from an expectation 
about the future, from the belief of its 
people that out of many they were be- 
coming one- 


There were numerous flaws in the 


effort to put that belief into practice- 
episodes of tragic prejudice and dis- 
crimination, outbursts of violence bv 
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group against group, as some Ameri- 
cans challenged the premise of diver- 
sity and hid beneath the Klanish 
sheets of racism. Still the national 
achievement was impressive, how im- 
pressive perhaps can be understood 
better in the 1970s than earlier. 


For a decade which, in many parts 


of the world, sees religious, tribal, and 
national loyalties plunge into bitter 
conflict people who have lived side by 
side for centuries, the American expe- 
rience has special relevance. Here the 
hopes for a common future, however 
slowly and imperfectly, persuaded 
those divided by race, by religion, and 
by ethnic origin that they all had more 
to lose by battling than by accepting 
one another. 


Opportunity was the great persua- 


der. There were important excep- 
tions—slaves, Indians held in reserva- 


tions, and other victims of prejudice. 


Nevertheless the underlying thrust 


of American society has always been 
toward a widening of opportunity to 
enable all men and women to make 
what they couid of themselves. All as- 
pirations toward aristocracy, all ef- 
forts at inclusion and exclusion were 
pitifu' failures: status in the United 
States depended not on rank or par- 
entage but upor achievement. That 
did not rr.ean that everyone had an 
equal chance to attain riches, but an 
:ncreasir.-g percentage found thesr 
work rewarded by improvement in 
their socidl position The conscious- 
ness thai careers of even.' sort were 
open :o „;*; g^ve meaning to ihe res*-

Constitutional agreements and the 


tracts of political theorists supplied 
the words to describe the arrange- 
ments that preserved the balance. But 
experience supplied the practical un- 
derstanding that usua'iy enabled 
Americans 10 make those arrange- 
ments. There were dismal failures, as 
•A'eli as heartening successes. But a 
world stiil prone to violence and irra- 
tionality, a world which veers from the 
verge of anarchy to total dictatorship,

FOND DU LAC - This city at the 


south end of Lake Winnebago is grow- 
ing, but, according to a community 
leader, the growth is well-planned, 
manageable and of high quality. 


Keith 
Mulligan, executive vice 


president of the Fond du Lac Area 
Association of Commerce, likes to 
think of the city as a "total com- 
munity." 


That means a sound mix of retail 


business, sndtistry, education and cul- 
tural opportunities, adequate housing, 
recreation, church construction, ef- 
ficient government and that elusive 
something called "quality of life." 


Preliminary figures released by the 


state last month show that Fond du 
Lac's population has grown by 720 
since the 1970 census. 


An increase from 35.515 to 36,235 is 


seen for Fond du Lac in the state's 1973 
census projections. The city grew 
about eight per cent during the decade 
that began in 1960. So far in the 1970s, 
the growth rate looks to be about 10 
per cent for this decade. 


It isn't the sort of mushrooming ex- 


pansion that outstrips sound municipal 
planning and strains government's 
ability to provide citizens with neces- 
sary senices. 


"Fond du Lac has done an excellent 


job," according to Mulligan, -'of 
bringing up its physical standards and, 
at the same time, reducing municipal 
and county property taxes." 


"The quality future of this com- 


munity is assured," Mulligan believes, 
"but we have to continue to have good 
planning 
and 
good 
capital 


improvement." 


Mulligan cites Fond du Lac's new- 


Forest Mall, a recently opened multi 
million dollar shopping center on U.S. 
41, as "an example of good planning," 
both on the part of government and of 
the developer, Simon & Associates, 
Inc., Indianapolis. 


"As you would expect, Forest Mall 


has created some concern in the 
downtown area," Mulligan admits. 
"But I'm confident that downtown 
merchants will meet the competition 
and that the downtown will not die." 


The downtown has seen a number of 


changes in recent years. Some are 
currently under way and more are 
coming. 


Several Main Street retail, commer- 


cial and service establishments have 
expanded, 
undertaken 
extensive 


remodeling projects or added off-street 
parking. 


They aren't as obvious as the big, 


new shopping center until you begin 
counting them all up. "Fo'rest Mall 
came as one large physical change," 
Mulligan observed. ""The downtown 
area is changing, too, but it's gradual 
—a new store here, a new parking lot 
there." 


The downtown section presently 


showing the biggest change. Mulligan 
said, is bounded by Main, Sophia, 
Division and Forest streets. It includes 
the site of a new Kohl's Food Store, 
now under construction and one of the 
largest additions to the face of down- 
town Fond du Lac in years. 


Several old buildings in and near the 


same area are being razed to make 
way for a municipal parking lot. 


"Thanks to the Fond 
du Lac 


Redevelopment Authority," Mulligan 
continued, "there will be some sig- 
nificant changes on Main Street 
between Forest and Division." 


Several stores in that vicinity are 


now being relocated. 
After "that, 


demolition of some old buildings will 
provide land 
for new downtown 


business development. 


Mulligan said there is "a good 


likelihood" of seeing a major retail- 
office complex near Main and Forest 
within a year or less as the result of 
the redevelopment authority's work 
"and initiative on the part of the 
private sector." 


The Chamber 
official views "the 


recent banning of bicycles and through 
truck traffic on Main Street between 
Merrill Avenue and Fifth Street as 
forward-looking measures. 


Removing trucks from that part of 


Main helps the movement of auto 
traffic, reduces exhaust fumes and 
eliminates window damage caused by 
heavy motor vibrations. Mulligan sees 
the bike ban as a first step toward 
assuring the safety of owners of Fond 
du Lac's approximately 17,000 bicvcies 
by getting them off heavily traveled 
thoroughfares-

OAKLAND (AP) - Pitcher Ken 


Holtzman, who didn't have an official 
at bat all season, doubled and, with the 
aid of a Felix Millan error, scored 
Oakland's first run Saturday, helping 
the A's to a 2-1 victory over the New York 
Mets in the the opening game of 
baseball's 1973 World Series. 


Holtzman, ? 21-game winner during 


the regular season, pitched only five 
innings but earned the victory with 
shutout relief from Oakland bullpen ace 
Rollie Fingers and Darryl Knowles. 


The A's, champions of the American 


League, scored both their unearned 
runs with two out in the third inning 
against Mets' starter Jon Matlack, who 
allowed only three hits —all of them in 
that inning. 


With one out in the third, Dick Green 


walked. With Holtzman trying to bunt, a 
pitch got away from New" York catcher 
Jerry Grote and Green tried for second. 
Grote recovered quickly and threw the 
runner out. 
That looked like the end of Oakland's 


rally with the pitcher at bat-but it 
turned cat to be only the beginning. 


Deprived of his bat all season long by 


the American League's designated hit- 
ter rule that provided a permanent bat- 
ter for che season. Holtzman took ad- 
vantage of his first official swing all year 
to double into the left field comer. 


Holtzman had come to the plate only 


once all year near the end of the season 
and had drawn a walk in that at-bat. His 
hit against the Mets caused more trou- 
ble than any American League pitcher 
had caused with a bat all vear. 


With the scoreaboard cheering, "Go, 


Go.go-" Bert Campaneris hit an easy 
roller to second. Felix Millan reached 
for the ball, but it squirted under his 
glove for an error and Holtzman rushed 
home with the game's first run. 


Then Matlack and the speedy Cam- 


paneris began a game of cat-and-mouse 
^t first base. The Mets' left-hander 
tossed over several times to keep 
Campy close. Finally, Matlack caught 
the runner leading the wrong way and 
just as the A's speedster took off, the 
pitcher threw to John Milner, picking 
Campaneris off. 


But the throw was high and Milner 


never had a chance to throw to stcond. 
Campaneris slid into second base with 
the steal. 


The A's took advantage of the break 


when Joe Rudi rapped a two-strike 
single to right, scoring Campaneris with 
the second run of the inning. 


Sal Bando hit Mat'ack's next pitch for 


a single to center and when Willie Mays 
hobbled the ball for an error, Rudi 
reached ihird. Matlack cut the rally 
short by getting Reggie Jackson to pop 
up for the final out. 


The Mets get ene of the runs back off 


Holtzman quickly. With one out in the 
fourth, Cleon Jones ripped a long double 
6ff the center field wall and Milner 
followed with a sharp single to center, 
scoring Jones. Milner took second on the 
late throw to the plate. It looked like the 
Mets might get more when Grote 
followed with a line shot to left-center. 


But Jackson caught up with the ball 


after a long run and speared it with a 
dazzling backhanded catch. 


That brought Manager Dick Williams 


to the mound and, after walking Don 
Hahn, Holtzman struck out Bud 
Harrelson to end the rally. 


An inning later, the Mets threatened 


again. First Matlack walked on a 3-2 
pitch. Wayne Garrett tried to sacrifice 
but popped the ball to Holtzman, who 
turned into a quick double play. Millan, 
trying to atone for his error, tripled over 
Rudi's head in left field. But Mays filed 
out, ending the threat. 


That also ended Holtzman. The A's 


used a pinch-hitter for him in the fifth 
and brought in Fingers, the mustachioed 
reliever who appeared in six of the seven 
1972 games for Oakland. 


Fingers, who had 22 saves during the 


regular season, got into an immediate 
jam. Jones opened with a single up the 
middle and moved up on an infield out 
Orcte popped up but the third strike to 
Hahn got away for a passed ball, giving 
the Meis runners at first and third with 
two out. 


Again, Harrelson ended the rally with

OAKLAND (AP) —Ken Holtzman

"You don't know 
everyu... - that went on in Chicago", 
the pitcher snapped, the rancor ob- 
vious in his voice and expression.

Holtzman had two 17-victory

who announced the ban's "overwhelm- 
ing approval" by the PBA Executive 
Board, said the action was taken for 
reasons of safety—the solvents are 
flammable-and equality in competition. 


"N'aturally, uppermost in our minds 


was the inherent danger of these 
chemicals," Antenora said Wednesday, 
"but in addition, we want to give all 
members a fair competitive condition at 
all times.

banning the soaked bowling ball is to put 
back into the skilled hands of our 
bowlers a ball that is available to 
everyone, everywhere throughout the 
country," he added. 


He said the rule will be applied this 


weekend at the Regional Champions 
Classic in Clearwater, Fla. 


Antenora said that a softened ball 


"enabled a bowler to roll a more 


devastating hook" on oiled lanes and 
that its deflection on hitting pins was 
reduced, giving bowlers "the scattering 
action they seek." 


McCune admitted that he might have 


started the softening practice. 


"About a year ago, I decided to try a 


softer-surface ball because the lane 
finishes were so hard," McCunesaid. "A 
friend and I went to see a chemist to see 
if he had something that would soften a 
bowling ball, and he recommended 
methylethylketone.'' 


Antenora said, "a wide assortment of 


solutions" were used. He said the 


process didn't work on a hard-rubber 
ball. 


He also said use of softened balls had 


reached "epidemic proportions on the 
PBA tour," leading to the ban. 


Al Martzelle, executive director of the 


American Bowling Congress, has said 
the ABC plans a ban similar to that of the 
PBA. 


John Eberhart, executive director of 


the Professional Women Bowlers As- 
sociation, has said his group will con- 
form to whatever resolution the 
Women's International Bowling 
Congress adopts.

- According to J K. Babbitt, Wisconsin

Other proposals approved in the PSC 


order which will be adopted by the 
utilities as soon as possible include: 


— Elimination of new deposits or 


guarantees for residential customers. 
- —Increasing the discount period from 
tfie present 10-day limit to 15 calendar 
days. 
-—Creation of a new position of con- 
sumer representative for each of the 
companies, responsible for reviewing 
cases involving collection action on 
accounts and will not be part of the 
accounting and collection organization. 


— Reducing ihe penalty for late 


payment of bills for residential cus- 
tomers. The prompt payment discount, 
designed to cover the costs of collecting 
overdue bills, will be lowered from 
shghtly more than 6 per cent to about 5 
per cent. Wisconsin Michigan lowered 
its discount to 5 per cent on May 1. 1973. 
'.Babbitt said the changes will result in 


a?, estimated cost to the companies of 
about 5450,000 a year. "We are taking 
these actions on an experimental 2-year 
basis without requesting an immediate 
rate increase." he said. "We hope that 
extending the discount period and ins- 
tituting the other procedures will have 
trie effect of fielding down projected lost 
revenje."

Then the tall young man, who was 


wearing a white shirt, turned his back 
to me and made it clear he wanted me 
to boldly sign the back of his shirt. As 
I finished, the laughter and fun were 
stopped by a few snarled words in 
Russian. A husky young man stepped 
into the center of the crowd and angri- 
ly shoved the tall young man off- 
balance. His vicious tone of voice told 
us pretty much what he was saying. 
"How dare you cheapen yourself by 
letting an American write on your 
shirt!" 


There was a moment of hard si- 


lence as they faced each other. 


Suddenly, I got an idea. Grinning, 


I took off my jacket and handed the 
tall young man the pen. Then I swung 
my shoulder around so that he could 
sign his name on the back of my shirt, 
too. He laughed and signed my shirt. 
As the husky troublemaker stalked 
off, the relieved crowd started to talk 
and laugh again. But it had been a 
spooky few seconds. 


Compared with the elegant train 


that had brought us from Nakodka, 
the Trans-Siberian Express that was to 
take us some 7,000 miles to Moscow 
looked like a cattle car. Our small, 
dingy compartment was shared with 
another couple, an elderly Russian 
man and wife who were at first terri- 
fied of me and the way I dressed. 
Later, when we became friends, it 
turned out that they, like most Rus- 
sians, knew about "cowf-poys" from 
American Western films, and they 
were concerned that I might be a "bad 
guy" instead of a "good guy." 


To give an idea of the vastness of 


that huge country we were crossing, 
there is a forest there called the Siberi- 
an Taiga. The Taiga, by itself, is big- 
ger than the entire U.S. And the si- 
lences are equally huge. One night in 
Siberia the train stopped for some rea- 
son and Red and I were standing at a 
window looking off at an endless dark 
plain leading to the far-off immensity 
of star-studded sky.

Mini-Exercises That 
Melt Off Pounds 


Most people gain weight gradually, 
by taking in 100 to 200 calories a day 
more than they should—that is, more 
than they exercise off. Dr. Frederick 
Stare, professor of nutrition at 
Harvard, points out that any little 


extra exercise beyond our normal 
everyday activities can knock off 
those 100 to 200 calories and keep 
weight from accumulating. But how 
to find time for that "extra" exer- 
cise? One excellent way is to get up 
and jog occasionally during TV 
commercials, for a loss of 15 cal- 
ories a minute. Or invest in a jump 
rope and do the same thing. Get into 
the habit of walking briskly up a 
flight of stairs instead of taking an 
elevator. If you own any exercise 
equipment, use it while you're doing 
something else. One woman keeps 
her exercise bicycle in front of the 
TV set Riding it, she loses about 
150 calories during a half-hour show 
she is watching. Wherever you go, 
walk fast. A fast half-hour's walk 
uses up 60 more calories than walk- 
ing at a leisurely pace.

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The reactionary church 


The rejection by the conference of the Episcopal Church of 


ordination of women reflects the concern that events are 
moving too far too fast and who knows where that to some 
extent afflicts most Americans today. The same sort of 
feeling was largely responsible for the top heavy ants 
McGovern vote (rather than pro-Nixon) last fall. Certainly it 
has been further reflected in some Roman Catholic reaction 
to Vatican II and in one Lutheran church synod's espousal of 
conservative leadership last summer. 


It is unfortunate that such reactions tend tc postpone — 


they seldom prevent —the kind of renewal, understanding 
and enthusiastic progress toward human spiritual fulfill 
ment that our society now so desperately seeks and needs. It 
is not really enough to point out that fortunately in the 
United States our forefathers saw the dangers of a state 
church —no one has to be a member of any denomination or 
faith. Pluralism is the safeguard of our society but it also 
presents a weakness and a big challenge in that there is no 
real unity, not even in the secular religion of the state. For 
the state to thrive, we as individuals need the security of our 
own beliefs and the recognition within them of the dignity of 
mankind — and womankind. Reactionary moves, while 
sometimes important to allow people time to catch their 
breaths and reassemble their ideas, really tend to undercut 
society, particularly when they demean any segment of it. 


In writing about the renewed interest in this country in 


mystical Eastern religions, Harvey Cox, Professor of 
Divinity at Harvard, says that medieval witchcraft was "a 
stiff test for Christianity's capacity for dealing with 
pluralism . . . . Christianity's failure, at least thus far, to 
open itself to these powerful sectors of the human spirit (the 
pagan and feminine in us all) is the measure of its failure to 
become the universal faith it claims to be .... For too long 
now the ecumenical movement has focused on unifying the 
churches. What a boring prospect! 
What I long for is an 


'ecumenical" unity which will reconcile not so much the 
churches as the scattered segments of the human family, 
which will bring together not divided denominations but the 
'separated brothers' and sisters who reside deep within 
each one of us. This means we can no longer ignore the 
three-fourths of the race who are not Christians, nor the 51 
per cent who are not men."

Editor's Notebook 


^Post-Crescent modernization paying off

The Post-Crescent's new high-speed press 


really did its job on Wednesday. 


The resignation of Vice-President Agnew was 


flashed across the country about 1:45 p.m. I saw 
it on the television set at"the Oak Hills Country 
Club where I had just finished a luncheon 
meeting. I called News Editor Don Kampfer and 
we decided to stop the press. 


We had just finished printing our first edition 


and were in the process of repianng for the 
second edition, including the Twin City News 
Record. Normally this takes about 20 minutes. 


We had to wait one hour to get a fairly 


complete story off the Associated Press wire 
and into type and pasted up on a revamped Page 
One and made up into a press plate. So it was 
2:44 when we started the second run. 


Press Superintendent Gene Mueller and his 


crew had been anticipating an emergency like 
this to rea'Sy give the new press its final test. On 


. 
an average day we run it at speeds of 50,000 to 


55,000 an hour. But Gene kept increasing the 
speed until 65,000 papers an hour were coming 
off the line. And we were able to finish the 
complete press run by 4:15. 


There were many factors which entered into 


our decision to spend some $4,000,000 on 
modernizing our production facilities and plant. 


One of the principal ones was to enable us to 


put later breaking news stories into our daily 
issues. With our new production equipment, we 
could run a tape of the Agnew story through our 
high-speed photocomposition machine, paste it 
into the hole left for it on the Page One form, 
shoot it through the camera to the automatic 
plate maker and onto the press. And then we 
could step up the press speed to make up for the 
one hour delay. 


We have finally worked out the bugs >n all of 


this new equipment. And now it is really paying 
off to you as readers as well as to us as 
producers. 


Remodelling and redecorating and refur- 


nishing of the building is also just about 
completed. This week we were finishing the new 
library and a fine new conference room. 


We are still waiting for some items of furni- 


ture for the Post Corporation offices and public 
lobby at the front of the first floor, and in the 
news room, but another few weeks will 
complete the entire project. 


A special committee is working on plans for a 


series of open house tours starting soon after the 
first of the year, w'e will invite people in by 
groups, employes' families, advertisers, carrier 
boys and their families, other newspapermen 
from around the state, public officials, etc. And 
then when we know how to do it efficiently we 
will host the general public, probably on a 
series of Sundays in the spring. 


We are so proud of our new plant and its 


equipment that we want to show it 10 all of you. 


A new lobbying twist 


In the patois of American politics there is an unsavory 


practice —in Wisconsin forbidden in the criminal code of 
laws —known as "log rolling." In the American vulgate it 
describes the kind of understandings sometimes elaborated 
as "you scratch my back and I'll scratch yours." More 
literally, it is illegal to trade votes in the legislative nail. 


Because that rule is so basic to honest government, the 


suggestion of such political understandings when one of the 
parties is a private interest becomes conspicuous, as in the 
most recent declaration of the Wisconsin Education As- 
sociation that the action of the state legislature in raising 
the salary of legislators far more generously than any other 
civil servants or public officials was justified. 


The WEA Council is the only organization of which we are 


aware that has defended the 58 per cent boost in Wisconsin 
legislative salaries, which means that starting in 1975 the 
rewards of a legislative seat in Wisconsin will be far higher 
than in any other state, taking population, economic 
capacity, and demands of the work into account. Indeed, all 
the states which pay higher salaries, numbering only four, 
are large metropolitan states. 


Why should the WEA choose to stand so conspicuously on 


the legislature's side on this issue, when even Gov. Lucey 
has conceded that he preferred a more moderate salary 
adjustment for a legislature in which his own party sym- 
pathizers led the demand for the bold ratio of increase? 


There is little need to speculate. President Lauri Wynn of 


the lobbying organization is schooled in the political" tech- 
niques of trade unionism, including the memorable counsel 
of that national union leader who so candidly defined 
politics as the business of resolving "who gets "what and 
why." 


Mrs. Wynn leads an organization which has an enormous 


stake in an obedient legislature, in labor relations codes, in 
retirement funding, salary schedules, school calendars and 
scores of related matters. The legislature needs fnerds on 
the pay issue. If votes can be lured by Mrs. Wynn with the 
simple act of putting out a press release asserting chat 
legislators need more money, the gesture is worth making, 
she appears to feel.

treat those of a different race - or religion or sex - as 
inferior human beings. 


Those who brought the charges against South Africa had 


another point on their side, however. South Africa has 
refused to give up its control of South-West Africa, called 
Namibia in the U.N. The territory was mandated to South 
Africa after it was taken from Germanv by the League of 
Nations following World War I. The International Court of 
Justice has upheld the U.N. on the matter but South Africa 
has not budged. 


Nevertheless the effort in the U.N. to chastise a member 


nation for its domestic policies could set a precedent that 
might well plague many of those nations whose delegations 
walked out when the South African Foreign Minister spoke 
last week.

Your response was overwhelming 
in my favor. 


"Now I know you're asking, 'Why are 


we having a cofd winter?" The respon- 
sibility lies not oniy with Congress but 
with a press and TV media that for the 
past four months have been devoting 
endless space and time to weather 
reports that show the United States is a 
cold nation. 


"Well, I can tell you tonight, my 


fellow Americans, you nave been given 
a distorted picture of this country. 
There are great parts of the United 
States that aren't cold. 


"Florida isn't cold; Texas isn't cold; 


Southern California isn't coSd. But does 
the press write about these places? Do 
the network news programs show the 
sun shining over Arizona and New 
Mexico? All we ever see or read about is 
New England and Minnesota. 


"The truth is. since I took office in 


1963 more people have been warm than 
at any time in our history. But at the 
same time I am aware that there are 
some people in this countrv who are 
cold, a few of them through no fault of 
their own. 


"We are going to heip these people if 


they need help. But we're not going tc 
give a blank check to those able-bodied 
people who are capable of finding ways 
oi keeping warm without government 
assistance. 


"My fellow Americans. I'd like to end 


I received a !euer 
the other day from a 7-year-oid girl and 
she wrote, 'Mr. Presid'ent. every night 
when I say my prayers I ask God to 
bless you for bringing us a generation of 
heat'."

No one can take comfort from the 


latest outbreak of fighting in the Near 
East. The surprise attack on their 
highest of holy days has given the 
Israelis just cause for devastating re- 
taliation against Egypt and Syria. 


New bitterness will be sowed, and 


perhaps more Arab territories annexed. 
As a result, the time ripe for settlement 
wi!! be postponed for years, and the 
whole world will be the loser- 


It didn't have to be that way. The 


Arabs had developed a coordinated 
strategy which, if followed with pa- 
tience, gave promise of a negotiated 
settlement on favorable terms. 


President Anwar Sadat of Egypt had 


accommodated his policies to take in 
tow the whole range of Arab states from 
the radical governments in Libya and 
Iraq to the medieval regime in Saudi 
Arabia. For the first time, it became 
possible to supplement the pressure of 
the Palestinian commandos with the 
so-called "oi! weapon." 


The threat of oil shortages was clearly 


causing Europe and Japan to look more 
sympathetically on the Arab cause. 
Exasperation with Israel was evident in 
the pattern of voting at the United 
Nations and in reactions to terrorist 
blackmail. It speaks volumes that Aus- 
tria, a country not exactly free of guilt 
for its Nazi past, would make a deal 
with the terrorists at the expense of 
Jewish emigration from Russia to 
Israel. 


Even the United States was beginning 


to feel the pressure. President Nixon's 
comment on the Near East at his news 
conference of Sept. 5, centered on the 
proposition that "both sides are at 
fault." That evenhanded dismissal by 
its only protector could hardly give 
satisfaction ;n Israel. 


Especially since the new Secretarv of 


State. Henry Kissinger, is a German 
Jewish refugee with hangups about 
Israel familiar to those of us who are 
American Jews. The Israelis figured, 
not wrongly. I believe, that once they 
were drawn into negotiations Dr. Kis- 
singer would ram concessions down 
their throats. 


So all the Arabs had to do was wait for 


the negotiating hour to come round. At 
that point, the Israelis were on the 
wrong end of the slippery- slope. The 
outcome would have been almost 
complete Israeli pull-back from the 
land taken during the Six-Day War. 


The attack last weekend forfeited ai! 


these potential Arab gains. Outsiders. 


easy in the safety of distance, may 
reserve judgment about who started 
what, and speculate about possible Arab 
motives. But the Israelis are at the hot 
gates, and they have had a hot reaction 
expressed in the baptism of the fighting 
as the Holy Day War. 


What the Israelis know is that the% 


took heavy casualties from an attack 
which came at a time when Arab for- 
tunes were on the rise and on a day 
when all Israel was at prayer. That can 
only confirm the worst fears of the 
Israeli hawks. Prime Minister Golda 
Meir and most of her ministers will now 
be more than ever convinced that the 
Arab intent is to annihilate Israel. They 
will thus stop fighting now only after 
having achieved an outcome tougher on 
the Arabs than the outcome in 1967. 


Militarily that means destruction of 


the fighting forces of Egypt and Syria. 
The battle will be carried in a terrible 
way to both countries. Their bases for 
missile, air and armored forces will be 
wiped out. The only question is how far 
Israelis penetrate across the Suez Canal 
and down the road to Damascus. 


Diplomatically, the annexationists in 


Israeli politics will be powerfully ad- 
vanced. The Israeli hold over Sinai and 
Gaza will be tightened, and Syrian 
territory along the Golan heights will 
almost surely be taken for good. 


The American government, for once, 


has recognized these realities. The slow 
approach to the United Nations Secunty 
Council is an exercise in mesmerizing 
world opinion. The President and 
Secretary of State Kissinger, who was 
deceived by the Arabs in his initial 
contacts at the UN, are buying time for 
the Israelis to do the job. 


But no one should assume that the 


fruit of these actions is going to be 
sweet. New humiliation is not apt to 
remove the Arabs from their favorite 
niche in the world of unreality. Despite 
President Nixon's appeal, the Soviet 
Union, under competitive pressure 
from China, will probably continue 
support for the Arab cause. So Israel 
will probably be more isolated than 
ever, and the United States more lonely 
in its support. 


The one peace possible in the Near 


East—the peace of forgetfulness—is 
accordingly further away than ever. It 
is symbolic of what has happened that 
the fighting took place near Gadara by 
the Sea of Galilee, of which it was 
written: "And behold, the whole herd 
rushed down the steep bank into the 
sea. and perished in the waters."
